Prints must be in 
one single part no splices. Tapes

must be limited to a maximum running 
time of 40 minutes at 60 WPM for the 
art itself exclusive of any other in- 
formation, and contain no splices. 
8. Each entry must have been trans- 
mitted for the Ist time via Amateur 
Radio after September 1,1982 and must 
be accompanied by a confirmation of 
at least one receipt of its transmis— 
sion,identifying the title and the 
callsign of the receiving and trans— 
nitting stations.

APPLE II-TU II--USERS REPORT 


What does "Apple II-TU II" all 
mean? The end of Apple II? No way! 
What it means is that there is an- 
other growth avenue for Apple II Com- 
puter. This new TU II terminal unit 
has been designed and manufactured 
for RTTY/CW operation in conjunction 
with software for the Apple II or Ap- 
ple II plus. When used with the Apple 
computer there are only 3 or maybe 
4 wires to hook up- not the myriad 
of cables that we are used to with 
such installations. Those 4 are: 1. 
a 16 wire ribbon cable from the TU 
Il to the game port of the Apple. 2. 
a microphone cable from a RCA plug 
on the back of the TU II to the 
microphone and PTT input of your 
transmitter. 3. a cable from a RCA 
plug on the back of the TU II to the 
audio out of your receiver and 4. one 
to the CW key, if you plan to be a 
brass pounder. This together with the 
software (diskette or cassette) are 
about all you need to get on RTTY/CW. 
Howzzat for simplicity! 

This TU II is manufactured and sold 
by HRA Electronics, POB 571, Hoods- 
port, WA 98548. It comes in four dif- 
ferent configurations depending on 
how much work you may want to do, or 
how much you want to spend. 

1, drilled and silk screened board. 
2. Above board with all electronic 
components and switches. 

3. Calibrated and tested 
unit with cabinet. 

4. RITY software diskette or cassette 

The finished unit comes in color 
cordinated Apple colors and sits 
beautifully on top of my dual flop- 
pies. 

Bob Hart, WA7HRA, who travels be- 
tween Hoodsport and San Diego, asked 
me to assemble and test his new unit, 
which I did. He sent me the drilled 
and silkscreened board, all the elec- 
tronic parts and the cabinet with 
hardware. I want to say here and now, 
that I have put a lot of kits toge- 
ther, such as Heath, VHF kits etc. 
with varied success; but this HRA TU 
II is the first one that I have ever 
assembled and calibrated and had it 
work the very first time that I turn- 
ed it on! It is a very well designed 
and thought out kit, simple to put 
together and calibrate. The whole job 
took me a little over four hours, in- 
cluding reading the instructions. The 


complete 


unit has provisions for sending and 
receiving 170 and 850 shift. The 
software provides send and receive 
Baudot or ASCII at any speed, auto- 
matic CW IDer, tremendous memory in 
both transmit and receive, innumer— 
able strings to call special nes- 
sages, send and receive Morse code 
at any speed, and many other plus 
factors that few other units have, 
or even come close to. Even has split 
screen and a tuning marker. 

With the unit completed and the 
tones calibrated, I plugged in the 
16 wire ribbon cable to the Apple 
games port, hooked up the 2 audio and 
microphone cables, put the HRA RTTY 
software disk into my #1 disk drive 
and crossed ay fingers. I set the re- 


ceiver frequency to the local RTTY 
repeater and, LO SUCCESS! I was 
actually immediately watching two 


friends in a QSO. Waiting until an 
appropriate time, I tried a "BK 
W6MNO" and was recognized into the 
QSO. I didn't mention the fact that 
I was on anything else but ay "Dove- 
tron for a few moments. Asking fi- 
nally for a signal report; the answer 
was,"100% as usual and your tones are 
right on." Imagine the suprise when 
I said that I was on a new minituriz- 
ed terminal unit, that was tied to 
ny Apple via the game port! Later in 
the day I tried the low bands to see 
how the noise rejection would work. 
Here I got a real shock. I used a 
switching system so that I could 
switch between the Dovetron and other 
TU's that I have. Working for hours 
with the little TU II there was only 
slight differences in noise rejection 
between the best and the little TU 
Il. There may have been 2 or 3 DX 
stations that I would never have 
heard, but the performance was re- 
markable. HRA is making ready a fil- 
ter system for the unit as an acces- 
sory, which when completed should 
make the TU II as good as the best 
and a lot better than some! Then CW 
was tried. Here the TU II suffered 
the same indignities as do most all 
computerized and/or dedicated Morse 
code systems. It just would not copy 
100%, especially those Hams with 
sloppy fists. The brain can do it, 
but computers still have a hard time. 
It will tho' copy other machines per- 
fectly and an acceptable job on good 
fists. 
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The HRA TU II now occupies a very 
Prominent spot in my system and I use 
it for all the bands as it uses neg- 
ligable power from the Apple, comes 
on automatically with the Apple and 
uses minimum space in the Apple area. 

I am sure that if you write to HRA 
they will provide you with up-to-date 
prices. [Editor note:check with HRA 
ad this issue for price.] Currently 
the software is available from HRA 
for $19.95 for the cassette and 
$29.95 for the disk. This software, 
incidentally, is the standard Galfo 
"Ham Radio Communications Package", 
so if you already have, that's money 
saved. All in all, a very reasonable 
Apple RITY/CW complete system no mat- 
ter which way you decide to go. If 
you desire more technical info Bob, 
WAGHRA has prepared an article for 
CQ magazine.November issue.

On 19 November 1981, the United Na- 
tions adopted a resolution proclain- 
ing 1983 a "World Communications 
Year: Development of Communications 
Infrastructures." The basis objec- 
tives of the WCY are: 1. to provide 
the opportunity for all countries to 
undertake an in-depth review and 
analysis of their policies on commu— 
nications development, and 2. to sti- 
nulate the accelerated development 
of communications infrastructures. 

In support of this event, an Ama- 
teur Radio operating activity, spon- 
sored by Potomac Valley Radio Club 
is being announced. This activity 
will promote all forms of domestic 
and international Amateur Radio com— 
munications. 

The scoring will require knowledge 
of the 3 ITU Regions and 75 ITU Zones 
for Broadcasting. The ITU Regions 
are: 1. Africa, Europe, and USSR. 

2. North and South America. 
3. Asia and Pacific regions. 

The ITU Zones and Amateur callsign 
prefixes are listed in the IARU 
Radiosport Championship rules. You 
may send a SASE or one IRC to the ad- 
dress in para #10 for a copy of a map 
showing Regions and Zones. 

RULES 
All licensed Radio Amateurs worldwide 
are elibible. 
Bands: 1.8 MHz to 275 GHz, excluding 
“the 10, 18 and 24 MHz bands. 
DATE: 15 January,1983 00002 to 24002. 
Catagories: single operator and mul- 
tiple operators. Only stations using 
one transmitter are eligible for a- 
wards. 
Exchange: All stations will send 
their ITU Region and their ITU Zone. 
The following stations would send the 
listed exchanges: DLIAA 128 WIAAA 
208 © JAIAA 345, 
Valid contact: 
be worked only once on each band. 
Telephony (including SSTV) and Tele- 
graphy (including RTTY) emissions 
count as seperate bands. No cross 
emission contacts are allowed.

MULTIPLIERS: The ITU Zones worked on 
each band. 

QS0 POINTS: 4 points outside your ITU 
region. 


2 points inside your ITU Region; out- 
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side your Zone. 

1 point inside your ITU Zone. 
SCORING: multiply the total QSO 
points for all bands by the total 
zones worked for all bands. 
REPORTING: All entrants are to use 
a suitable log form and summary sheet 
of their choice. 

Logs should indicate times in UTC, 
bands, calls, complete exchange and 
QSO points for each QSO. Multipliers 
should be clearly marked in each log. 
Crosscheck sheets (dupe sheets) are 
required if more than 200 QSO's are 
made on any band. 

Summary sheets should be a single 
page and show number of QSO's QSO 
points, and Zone multiplier for each 
band and the total score. The summary 
sheet must contain the entrants name, 
callsign, region, zone and address. 
Multi-operators must list the name 
and call of each operator. Entries 
for the special UHF/microwave award 
should be indicated on the front of 
the summary sheet with a description 
of the basis of the UHF/microwave a- 
ward written on the back of the sum 
mary sheet. 

Entries must be postmarked by 28 Feb- 
ruary 1983. Nail entries to: PVRC, 
POB 337, Crownsville, MD 21032 USA. 
AWARDS: a plaque will be awarded to 
the station of each catagory (single 
and multi-operator) in each of the 
3 ITU regions. A certificate will be 
awarded to the high-scoring entrant 
of each catagory in each ITU Zone. 
In addition, a certificate will be 
awarded to one UHF/microwave station 
of each ITU Zone judged to have dis- 
played the most outstanding achieve- 
ment. Members of PVRC may not receive 
awards. 

CONDITIONS: each entrant agrees to 
be bound by the provisions of this 
announcement, by the regulations of 
his/her licensing authority and by 
the decisions of the Amateur Radio 
Activity Awards Committee.
